Lithuanians, Russians and Poles 
whs made their homes In Mouth 
Africa, and only ninety-five repre- , 
sentatlves of those nationalities left 
South Africa. 

CONSEQUENCES UNDESIRABLE 

It Is clear to the South Africans. 
The Guardian says, that if this pro¬ 
cess continues the political conse¬ 
quences may be anything but desir¬ 
able. At the same time the very 
marked tide of British migration out 
of South Africa gives little hope that 
South Africa will provide a solution 
for bny substantial port of Great 
Britain's problem of unemployment.

S LOWLY BUT SURELY 
Connnamrira is fading from I 
the picture of presept-day life in | 
Russia. From the abolstioo of the 
Communistic wage system, the re¬ 
storation of frao trade amoog the 
farmers, to the re-eetablahmeM of 
a process employed by rural pro¬ 
ducers of other countries is a far cry. 
But such has been the flight from 
the original policy of Lenine. The 
peasants may now eng ilo y salaried 
laborers on their farms just as the 
fanner does in Canada. 

Heretofore the regulations gov¬ 
erning nationalization of land and 
redistribution of p s u pesty forbade 
the peasants to engage such labor 
because of the Government's belief 
that this might lead to the accumu¬ 
lation of large areas of land in the 
hands of certain peasants. The

POLICY AND PREDICTIONS 

To the Editor;—A fertile source of 
new legislative proposals la always 
found in thane developments which 
sagacious people think themselves 
able to foresea. If their foresight is 
good, there can be no more vaJdkhJr 
guide But there Is always a high 
degree ef risk that they are antler- 
pa ting what would justify their pet 
proposals, rather than shaping their 
proposals by what sound reasoning 
would anticipate. 

Here is an example. Part of the 
case which hss been so widely ad¬ 
vanced for a pulp wood embargo turns 
upon hypothetical action by Ameri¬ 
can users of paper, if their supply 
of such material for their purposes 
shou ld be st o p ped by legislation m 
Canada. We ■ are assured that an 
Immediate result would be the estab¬ 
lishment in these Canadian provinces 
of paper mills that would give em¬ 
ployment at American expense to a 
mnttitude of Caaadlan workmen. A 
glowing prospect Indeed! We are 
promised that by cutting off on# 
channel of trade we should secure 
another whose profits woodl he far 
greater and far mofe extensively en- 

jOVtad. 

An old writer Invented the name | 
"Hu ppmetico ’ for the science of 
what might have happened, but did 
not.” Let us beware lest It Is In 
hypothetic# that we shall turn out 
to have been dealing. Sacrifice of a 
present good fur something on a 
larger scale that we might expect Jn ( 
the future is *a sacrifice to be made 
only after very careful analysis. We 
may easily find that ws have given 
up something actual In exchange for 
something dependent on prospets 
never to be fulfilled. Whether those 
American companies wit) be driven to 
set up mills for the manufacture of 
paper m Eastern Canada will be de¬ 
termined Just by the commercial ad¬ 
vantage of such a policy to them¬ 
selves. Unless our beet thinkers are 
gravely mistaken, w* shall not hy the 
expedient of an embargo have forced 
the United BUte* paper companies 
Into any such difficult comer as we 
may suppose. If ihey cannot get 
pulp wood from Canada, will they 
really have no alternative except to 
make tbeir own paper on our soil? 
There are other ways in which they 
can meet the situation. 

The sooner we get out of our mind* 
the odd delusion that Canada has a 
monopoly In wood, the sooner we 
shall be able to judge this Issue with 
clearness- Evidence given before the 
Pulpwood Commission made it 
abundantly plain that United States 
operators can get large quantities 
from their own forests. Further re- 
serves are available through adapta¬ 
tion of types of wood not hitherto 
used in the paper industry, and ss 
yet Alaska is untouched. Nor is this 
all. To-dsy they ean buy European 
pulp cheaper than they can manu¬ 
facture Canadian wood. Once we start 
a contest, every channel hitherto 
neglected will be developed as It* hss 
never been developed before. For the 
sake of winning, our powerful neigh¬ 
bors would no doubt even submit to 
some temporary Inconvenience. In a 
trade war. as In other wars, anyone 
ean start it but only the aide that 
has tbs most resources can say when 
it wiQ stop. And that elds win stop 
only on Sts own terms.

MONEY IE FACTOR 
Manager Tanner pointed out that 
marketing la an imminent problem, 
he warned the members that the 
financial aspect is the most Import¬ 
ant matter to consider. "I f the 
directors are weak enough. WMder- 
theee circumstance*, to surrender to 
popular clamor we will hav* to 
face Justified criticism later in the 
year." he asserted. 

A. Kelloe urged Basnlch grower*, 
to obtain their own canning factory, 
offering to work free of charge in 
erection of a plant. We will never 
get free of these combines until we 
have some such plant.” he said. 

k_ a. JSUtusm A who claimed that, 
lust year he and hi* brother mark- I 
eted one-ninth of the berrle* handled | 
by the association, defended the 
directors for their actions, p o i nting 
his satisfaction with the assertion 
that good service by the Mutual to 
Kaanlch last yesr warranted signa¬ 
ture of the coolract for the present 
year, 

•How much money have you got 
wherewith to fight cancellation 
through the courts" he asked, sug¬ 
gesting that the vote be taken on the 
basis of crop shipped rather than on 
s membership count, thereby pro¬ 
voking cries that the association was 
co-sptrmUve, not a Joint stock com¬ 
pany. 

Chairman Bucklv pointed out that 
no question of breahln* contmct. 
wss Involved, nor wss litigation In 
the offtnit. The resolution msks for 
mutant agreement to cancel. If the 
Mutual Brokers refuse, we will hav. 
to carry out the contract.” 
CLANDESTINE MEETINGS 

Mr. Grist asserted clandcetlne 
meetings had been taking place be¬ 
tween some of the directors snd tbe 
local represenlatlvea of the Mutual 
Brokers. Manager Tanner Inter- 
Jertrd a denial, which waa emphatic¬ 
ally contradicted by President 
Buckle. , 

Mr Buckle detailed a certain meet¬ 
ing In Mr. Ullworlh’a office, whirl, 
he bad been urged by telephone t» 
attend, being Informed that nfflcera 
of the ammrlatldn were awaiting him. 

"I refused. 1 thought my first duty 
was to the member., not to attend 
hole-tn-corner meeting* between 
directors and ths Mutual."

ADVOCATES OF AGREEMENT 

H. CL Oldfield objected to can 
re nation of the contract at this time, 
being confident the Mutual Brokers 
will, this year, make apodal efforts 
to give good service, with tbe at- 
tpntion of all Canada focussed on 
their operationa. 

**! have wondered If those making 
all this agitation are really inter 
rated in the fruitgroarera problems, 
personally. I think not," ho aaM. 
and urged conservative caution, as 
much money waa Involved and ths 
prosperity of all the berry growers 
waa dependent on a good marketing 
service. 

Mr. Gold urged clone co-operation 
with Gordon Head growers, beltev 
ins that the directors of the Gordon 
Head association were only ex ere l* 
ing authority properly received when 
they refused to agree to cancellation 

Mr. McCarthy won support for a 
proposal that a committee Interview 
the hothouse director* regarding the 
city roe*tin* detailed by President 
Buckle, andoif it la found that no 
Haanlrh directors attended, an apol 
ogy should be asked for. He did not 
push the matter to a vote, however. 

George Bailey advocated permit 
ting the present season's crop to be 
marketed aa arranged. George Stew 
art recalled that official intimation 
by Mr. Know showed that the Mutual 
would not voluntarily release the 
association; be regretted the whole 
discussion under the circumstances. 

H. R. Thornton was confident that 
repudiation of the contract would 
not be contested by Mutual Brokers, 
and ntvored termination despite 
Manager Know's notification. 

Mr. McCarthy asked “who la go¬ 
ing to pay the bill Involved In try¬ 
ing to break the contract?” 
AMERICAN FRUIT ABSENT 

Manager Tanner Informed a ques¬ 
tioner that while tbe British Colum¬ 
bia crop Is being marketed the Mu¬ 
tual Brokers bring In no American 
strawberries, this being one of the 
contract terms, if the contract wan 
denounced tho Mutual would be at 
liberty to Import American fruit. 

On a vote on the motion to cancel, 
only fifteen members were In favor 
of that course, the remainder of the 
great attendance rising in support of 
adherence to the contract. 

ASKS CONFIDENCE 

Manager H. K. Tanner sugge*t«-d 
that a vote of confidence In the di 
rectors and instructions to carry on 
would be acceptable, the association 
having a prospect of operation costa 
fifty per cent lower than those of 
any other similar association. The 
chargee laat year had on I* been It 
cents per crate, while the best main 
land association found these costs 
total 11 cents per package for the 
name service. At the same time 
quality had been preserved, obtain 
Ing $11,000 above tbe returns, for tho 
same quantity of froit. another 
mainland association had received. 

“You have gone tArough hard 
times. Why blame tbe director! who 
have ^worked hard and made condl 
lions better than they otherwise 
would have been?” be asked. 

T. B. Dickson and W. D. Mlchell 
moved endoreatlon aa suggested. 
George Stewart blamed lack of fre¬ 
quent meetings for the underground 
complaints. 

WOULD REPLACE MANAGER 

W. W. Duncan pointed out that 
success or failure of the association 
depended in great measure on the 
work of the manager. Ha had not 
the fullest confidence In Mr. Tanner. 
In view of the Duncan report. “I am 
confident the Mutual people have pot 
It over us thla year. Do you think 
they did not know of tbs Duncan re- 


DIRECTOR!’ DUTIES 

Chairman Hackle aroused ap¬ 
plause when he terminated discus¬ 
sion by asserting "Mr. Tanner Is not 
under any cloud, as far aa this asso¬ 
ciation is concerned. Tbe manager is 
responsible to the director*, who In 
turn arm responsible to you. Mr. 
Tanner should not be crlt ictae d at 
this meeting." Mr. Buckle then 
stated that tbe hasty signing of the 
criticised contract eras effected on 
the advice of the manager, and 
aroused much noise by stating that, 
therefore. Mr. Turner was respon¬ 
sible.
